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REPORT  OP  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Hollis, 

Greeting : 

Heremth  I  present  my  seventh  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  your  schools  and  to  it  I  have  attached  reports 
from  your  headmaster,  your  supervisor  of  music,  and  your 
school  nurse. 

Teachers. 

It  became  necessary  again  this  year  to  engage  three  new 
teachers  in  a  corps  of  six.  I  wish  we  might  have  greater 
permanency  in  our  teaching  force.  This  year  we  were  able 
to  secure  the  services  of  one  of  our  former  successful  teachers 
to  fill  one  vacancy,  a  very  capable  normal  graduate  for  an- 
other, and  a  well  equipped  college  graduate  for  the  third.  Be- 
cause we  have  been  fortunate  in  filling  vacancies  in  the  past 
few  years  is  no  guarantee  that  we  shall  continue  equally 
fortunate  under  similar  conditions.  One  disorganized  room 
disrupts  to  a  large  extent  the  whole  system,  two  would  be 
intolerable. 

Health  Work. 

For  the  first  time  this  year  you  have  engaged  a  school 
nurse  to  supplement  and  follow  up  the  work  of  the  school 
physician.  I  believe  you  will  find  the  benefits  derived  suf- 
ficient to  warrant  a  continuance  of  the  plan,  especially  as  the 
expense  is  ultimately  born  by  the  state. 

I  regret  that  the  custom  of  serving  a  hot  drink  for  those 
pupils  who  bring  their  noon  lunch  has  not  been  revived. 
This  should  be  provided  for  in  some  way. 

The  Hollis  children  for  the  past  few  years  have  liad  the 
privilege  of  patronizing  a  dental  clinic.    It  has  been  very  con- 
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venient  for  the  parents  to  have  the  dental  work  for  their 
children  done  in  this  way,  the  expense  has  been  light,  and 
practically  all  of  the  children  have  had  their  teeth  taken  care 
of  at  least  once  a  year.  It  will  be  exceedingly  regrettable  if 
the  clinic  cannot  be  held  again  this  year. 

Tests  and  Records. 

I  believe  the  time  has  arrived,  in  the  development  of  in- 
telligence testing  and  in  the  application  of  the  results  ob- 
tained from  these  tests  to  the  administration  of  public 
schools,  when  we  should  have  for  our  guidance  the  intelli- 
gence quotients  of  the  pupils  we  are  trying  to  train  and  in- 
struct. It  is,  of  course,  true  that  these  tests  are  still  far 
from  perfect.  They  are  designed  to  indicate  the  capability 
of  the  child  for  learning,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  way  of 
measuring  any  ability  except  by  its  manifestations.  In 
other  words,  the  child's  capacity  for  learning  has  to  be  Judged 
from  what  the  child  has  actually  learned.  For  this  reason 
unf amiliarity  with  the  English  language  or  unusual  environ- 
ment may  detract  from  the  reliability  of  the  tests  as  in- 
dicating general  intelligence.  This  does  not  materially  af- 
fect their  value  for  purposes  of  school  administration,  for 
our  problem  deals  with  what  the  child  is  capable  of  learn- 
ing in  our  school  system  as  established. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  this  conviction  and  also  because 
of  the  new  obligation  in  regard  to  reporting  defectives,  which 
was  imposed  upon  school  superintendents  by  our  last  legis- 
lature, we  are  devoting  considerable  time  to  intelligence 
testing.  Before  next  June  we  expect  to  have  the  intelligence 
quotients  of  all  pupils  above  grade  one  in  this  union  and  to 
have  them  carefully  tabulated  and  recorded  on  permanent 
record  cards.  For  this  purpose  group  tests  are  being  used  and 
the  individual  tests  are  resorted  to  only  in  cases  which  show 
either  unusually  high  or  especially  low  ratings.  Besides  the 
assistance  which  the  information  thus  derived  will  lend  to 
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the  general  administration,  I  believe  that  a  familiarity  with 
the  general  capacity  for  education  of  her  pupils  will  greatly 
assist  the  teacher  in  varying  the  task  in  accordance  with  the 
variance  in  ability. 

Theoretically  these  tests  need  never  to  be  given  but  once 
in  the  school  life  of  the  child.  The  intelligence  quotient  is 
supposed  to  remain  a  permanent  ratio. 

I  have  prepared,  had  printed,  and  distributed,  a  new 
permanent  record  card  for  preserving  such  data  concerning 
the  individual  pupil  as  seems  desirable  for  school  purposes. 
The  card  which  has  been  quite  generally  used  for  this  pur- 
pose in  school  systems  was  designed  two  decades  ago  and 
called  for  but  little  of  the  data  now  obtainable  and  desirable 
for  permanent  record.  It  was  of  so  little  value  that  many  of 
the  smaller  school  districts  failed  to  keep-  the  cards  filled  in. 
Such  I  found  to  be  the  case  in  this  union  when  I  took  charge 
and  I  have  allowed  this  condition  to  continue.  To  overcome 
this  laxity  I  have  designed  a  new  card  which,  omitting  all 
useless  data,  allows  for  the  recording  of  all  usable  informa- 
tion which  is  easily  obtained.  These  cards  are  preserved  in 
the  various  schools  and  when  a  pupil  is  dismissed,  a  copy 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  new  school.

Of  the  twenty-one  different  subjects  provided  by  the 
program,  six  have  to  be  alternated  each  year  owing  to 
our  limited  teaching  force.  Those  which  appear  in  both 
columns  are  given  every  year;  the  two  unlike  subjects 
on  the  same  horizontal  line  alternate.     For  example,  Com- 
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mereial  Arithmetic  and  Commercial  Geography  are 
taught  this  year,  but  will  be  replaced  next  year  by  Eng- 
lish History.  This  does  not  mean  that  a  pupil  will  have 
to  take  both  these'  courses.  A  pupil  must  take  the  course 
in  the  curriculum  which  he  elects.  The  requirements  of 
the  approved  program  showing  the  courses  which  a  pupil 
must  satisfactorily  pass  in  each  curriculum  in  order  to 
graduate  are :

Pupils  are  not  to  change  from  one  curriculum  to  the 
other  except  for  a  justifiable  reason.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  a  relatively  large  number  of  our  high  school 
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graduates  continue  their  education  in  higher  institutions. 
Of  the  seven  graduates  of  the  class  of  1925,  Katherine 
Baker  is  studjdng  Home  Economics  at  Nashua  High 
iSchool,  Irene  Farley  and  Grace  Hague  are  attending 
Keene  Normal  College,  and  Robert  Baker  the  State 
School  of  Agriculture,  Randolph,  Vermont. 

Last  October,  Mr.  Charles  Nichols  presented  the  junior 
and  senior  high  school  boys  with  the  use  of  the  new 
play  ground.  This  gift  has  relieved  the  congested  con- 
dition on  the  school  play  ground.  In  the  Spring  the  new 
grounds  will  be  equipped  for  baseball.  The  teachers  ap- 
preciate the  interest  Mr.  Nichols  has  taken  in  the  school. 

A  couch  with  furnishings,  for  the  use  of  the  school,  has 
been  placed  in  the  teachers'  room.  The  kind  friends  who 
have  contributed  these  things  have  added  much  to  the 
comfort  of  the  pupils.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOE  OF  MUSIC. 


February  8,  1926. 


Members  of  the  School  Boards 

School  District  of  Hollis,  N.  H. 


Every  year  finds  new  additions  to  the  subjects  and  sub- 
subjects  of  the  curricula  in  schools  throughout  the  country, 
but  only  in  a  few  instances  do  we  find  any  increase  in  the  time 
allowed  for  music.  It  remains  about  the  same  as  when  Low- 
ell Mason,  the  pioneer  in  this  line,  inaugurated  the  teaching 
of  music  in  the  schools  of  Boston  in  eighteen  thirty-six. 

We  who  teach  music  in  schools  believe  that  our  subject  has 
an  important  part  to  play  in  the  general  mental  development 
of  the  school  age  human. 

As  listeners  it  opens  pathways  of  sane  enjoyment  for  them 
which  would  be  forever  closed  if  it  were  not  for  the  music 
taught  in  schools. 

The  school  music  training  enables  them  to  enter  the  ranks 
of  participants  in  musical  endeavor  with  a  degree  of  assurance 
they  could  never  have  known  if  they  had  waited  until  after 
their  adolescence  to  enter  the  field. 

The  study  of  music  is  conducive  to  the  development  of  the 
memory  element  in  the  child's  life.  It  stimulates  the  imagi- 
nation forces.  It  is  the  child's  first  taste  of  fraternal  things 
in  group  activity. 

In  transforming  the  music  symbols  into  regulated  sound 
the  child's  sense  of  accuracy  and  proportion  is  activated,  and 
the  understanding  of  progressive  accomplishment  becomes 
more  clearly  defined. 

In  making  a  report  that  deals  with  conditions  as  now  found 
in  the  Hollis  school,  I  thnik  I  could  say  without  hesitancy 
or  undue   egotism  that  this  school  will  hold  its  own  with 
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most  schools  we  find  in  tlie  state.  Not  due  to  the  efforts 
of  the  supervisor  entirely,  in  fact  only  a  small  part  of  this 
work  can  be  covered  by  him  in  the  short  time  allowed,  but 
rather  due  to  the  efforts  and  ability  of  the  regular  teachers. 
Without  this  co-operation  your  money  would  be  wasted  and 
so  would  the  efforts  of  the  director. 

In  the  High  School,  in  addition  to  the  regular  work  in 
four-part  singing,  we  now  have  two  Glee  Clubs,  Girls  and 
Boys.  A  Boy's  Glee  Club  would  not  be  practical  in  some 
years,  but  this  year  we  have  the  voices  suitable  for  singing 
and  sustaining  the  first  tenor  part.  Such  voices  and  the  incli- 
nation to  work  so  hard  are  not  found  every  year. 

The  greatest  drawback  in  this  work  with  boys  of  High 
School  age  can  be  stated  in  one  word,  "bashfulness."  New 
singing  books  are  needed  throughout  the  school,  but  although 
I  have  examined  a  great  many,  I  know  of  none  at  present  that 
could  be  recommended  as  being  better  than  those  in  use.  In 
buying  music  in  octavo  (pamphlet)  form,  we  get  only  that 
which  suits  our  needs,  whereas  in  the  books  I  have  examined 
there  is  a  big  proportion  of  useless  material. 

I  appreciated  the  co-operative  support  of  the  Board  in 
appropriating  money  for  a  piano.  At  the  time,  I  did  not 
know  what  course  to  follow,  but  decided  it  would  be  best  to 
give  the  work  of  the  tuner,  Mr.  Tarwater,  a  fair  trial.  If 
his  charges  are  not  too  high  I  think  the  piano  should  be 
tuned  again.  ([My  own  pianos  are  tuned  four  times  a  year.) 
A  school  piano  should  be  tuned  at  least  twice  during  the 
school  year. 

Mr.  Knox  quoted  a  price  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  a 
new  piano.  Mr.  Nutting,  previous  to  his  death,  offered  a 
new  instrument  for  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars. 
Nutting  Co.  had  one  in  stock.  I  looked  it  over  very  carefully 
and  I  think  it  is  a  good  piece  of  goods  for  the  money.  Mr. 
Knox  had  no  such  piano  style  in  stock  so  I  could  not  compare 
quality.  (In  the  above  I  make  use  of  an  apparent  super- 
fluity of  language  in  saying  "Mr.  Nutting,  previous  to  his 
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death/'  naturally  it  would  be  before  his  demise, — but  I  use 
it  advisedly — to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  I  have  no  as- 
surance that  the  same  terms  would  be  given  by  his  successors 
in  business. 

It  is  my  opinion  that,  buying  a  second-hand  piano  is  too 
risky  a  gamble.  One  might  find  a  bargain,  but  I  think  the 
cards  are  usually  stacked  against  the  buyer. 

The  Junior  High  classes  are  smaller  in  number  this  sea- 
son than  usual,  and  it  makes  their  performance  a  little  un- 
certain because  of  a  lack  of  balance  in  singing  parts  and  at 
present  their  ambition  is  a  little  ahead  of  their  persever- 
ance. 

It  is  in  the  lower  grades  that  the  need  of  suitable  books 
is  felt.  Music  for  these  grades  is  controlled  by  a  lot  of  un- 
scrupulous publishers  and  therefor  only  a  very  little  is  avail- 
able in  octavo  form  and  in  buying  their  books  one  is  com- 
pelled to  pay  good  money  for  a  lot  of  trash  in  order  to  secure 
a  small  proportion  of  good,  useful  material. 

I  am  watching  the  growth  of  a  return  movement  in  music, 
a  condition  which  may  prove  beneficial  to  your  school.  It  is 
the  return  to  the  use  of  an  organ  in  schools  in  place  of,  or 
rather  in  addition  to  the  piano  (for  the  piano  can't  be  dis- 
pensed with  for  certain  forms  of  music.)  In  many  schools 
the  orchestras  made  up  of  the  students  of  sufficient  ability 
along  such  lines  play  quite  an  important  part  in  the  life  of 
the  school.  Pianos  will  get  out  of  tune  and  to  play  with 
instruments  the  piano  must  be  in  tune.  The  organ  for  all 
practical  purposes  remains  in  tune  indefinitely,  and  as  a 
substitute  for  orchestral  instruments  not  available  in  schools 
the  tone  of  the  organ  blends  better  than  a  piano,  except  as  a 
substitution  for  the  harp,  and  in  that  case  we  must  hand  it 
to  the  piano. 

The  above  movement  has  served  to  stimulate  the  activity 
of  organ  builders ;  they  are  making  great  improvements  in  the 
construction  of  suitable  organs,  many  of  them  making  port- 
able and  semi-portable  instruments  of  good  quality  and  adapt- 
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ability.  The  scale  of  prices  I  have  seen  would  indicate  that  a 
school  could  have  three  or  four  first  class  organs  for  the  price 
of  one  good  grade  piano. 

I  mention  this,  not  as  a  recommendation,  for  the  movement 
is  not  ripe  for  such  at  present,  but  as  an  instructor  I  am 
constantly  coming  in  contact  with  serious  troubles  caused  by 
wrong  conception  of  pitch,  due  to  faulty  instruments.  While 
the  piano  can  never  be  supplanted  by  the  organ,  and  organ 
playing  entails  considerable  work  with  a  few  other  doubtful 
features — its  faithfulness  to  the  established  musical  pitch 
gives  it  good  ground  for  serious  consideration. 

I  am  always  grateful  for  the  sincerity  of  the  co-operation 
and  support  given  me  in  my  humble  efforts  with  music  in 
Hollis.  I  realize  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Eecord  for  the  high 
standards  he  maintains  in  the  requirements  of  the  teaching 
force,  and  to  Miss  Welton  for  the  state  of  refinement  and  cul- 
tural dignity  which  is  a  part  of  the  natural  school  life  of  the 
children  of  Hollis,  a  splendid  heritage  surely,  in  these  days 
of  a  general,  lamentable  lack  of  such  things.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE. 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hollis: 

I  herewith  tender  my  report  as  School  Nurse  from  Septem- 
ber, 1925,  to  February,  1926.  In  my  work  among  the  chil- 
dren of  your  town  I  have  found  many  who  are  under  weight 
(36  out  of  165).  I  am  very  glad,  however,  to  report  that 
many  of  these  children  are  now  gaining  and  carrying  out  my 
recommendations. 

I  believe  some  system  could  be  worked  out  of  serving  milk 
or  cocoa  with  their  lunches.  It  would  make  a  big 
gain  in  their  weight  if  this  could  be  done  so  that  the 
children  could  have  these  served  in  their  lunch  rooms  which 
have  been  so  nicely  provided  for  them. 

I  find  that  your  town  has  been  remarkably  free  from  con- 
tagious diseases,  have  found  three  cases  of  whooping  cough 
and  by  immediately  separating  them  from  the  others  an  epi- 
demic of  this  was  prevented. 

I  find  that  the  children  are  showing  the  results  of  the 
health  teachings  especially  in  the  care  of  the  teeth  and  skin. 

Some  of  the  children  have  been  taken  to  the  clinics  in 
Nashua  and  if  possible  more  will  be  taken  when  the  travel 
improves.
